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Let’s Go to No Tape 

How did Anaheim police obtain a false confession from a cop-killer suspect—and manage to lose video evidence? 
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W hy would anyone sane— 
and, more important, 
innocent—confess to the 
potential death-penalty 
crime of participating in a murder-for-hire 
plot that left a California law-enforcement 
officer executed on the side of the 91 free¬ 
way in Anaheim? That question will likely 
be pondered inside Orange County’s Ron¬ 
ald Reagan Federal Courthouse in March, 
when a dramatic 
police-brutality 
lawsuit is expected 
to go to trial. 

The case stems 
from the Jan. 17, 
1998, killing of 
40-year-old Eliza¬ 
beth Ann Begaren, 
an off-duty Cali¬ 
fornia State Prison 
guard. That night, 
she’d been a passen¬ 
ger in a vehicle driven by Nuzzio Begaren, 
her husband of six months, and his 
10-year-old daughter from a prior relation¬ 
ship. Nuzzio told police he believed gang¬ 
sters witnessed him hand a cash-stuffed 
envelope to his wife inside the Burbank 
Macy’s, tailed them 33 miles down Inter¬ 
state 5 to Anaheim, forced them off the 91, 
killed Elizabeth when they saw her badge, 
took $4,700 in cash and fled. 

Given statistics show spouses are often 
the villains in the murders of their signifi¬ 
cant others and the crime made Nuzzio 
a millionaire from a life-insurance policy 
he’d taken out on his bride three days into 
the marriage, Anaheim Police Department 
(APD) detectives suspected his involve¬ 
ment, but the case nonetheless went cold 
for nine years. In 2007, Andrew Serrata, 
a Los Angeles-area cop, received a tip 
from Juan Trujillo, who claimed he could 
tie the 18th Street gang to 12 murders, 
including Begaren’s. According to Trujillo, 
Rafael Garcia (a.k.a “Rafa”), a member 
of that gang, served as a broker of the hit 
on the prison guard, but the information 
didn’t win serious attention inside APD. 

In late 2011, detective Daron Wyatt—an 
intense cop with a history of frightening 
suspects, comforting victims’ families and 
solving cases once considered impossible— 
took over the investigation. Wyatt spent 
weeks studying possibilities and eventually 
made contact with Serrata, who by then 
had altered the name of the gang’s hit bro¬ 
ker to Rafael Garcia Miranda, according to 
court records. For Wyatt, the pieces of the 
puzzle filled in quickly. Serrata, by then a 
Los Angeles sheriff’s deputy, claimed he 
recalled seeing Miranda four years earlier 
at the scene of an auto accident in Cudahy 


and that he’d been talk¬ 
ing to a “well-dressed 
man who seemed to be 
out of place in the area.” 

Wyatt searched the 
names of Miranda’s 
neighbors, discovering 
that a relative of Nuzzio 
lived nearby. On Jan. 21, 

2012, Serrata and Wyatt 
showed Miranda’s pho¬ 
tograph to Trujillo, and, 
according to the APD 
detective, the informant 
“confirmed” it was the 
18th Street gang’s “shot 
caller for hits.” Thirteen 
days later, a shackled 
Miranda sat in an APD 
interrogation room 
facing Wyatt. Police 
public-relations flacks 
guaranteed that his face 
appeared on Los Angeles news broadcasts 
as an alleged cop killer. 

A bizarre series of events followed. Wyatt 
claims Miranda freely revealed he joined 
the 18th Street gang when he was 12 or 14 
years old, knew Nuzzio and, for $150, bro¬ 
kered the request to find a $5,000 hit man 
to kill Elizabeth. On Feb. 7, Senior Deputy 
District Attorney Larry Yellin, who was 
working closely with Wyatt, used Miranda’s 
confession to file capital murder charges. 
For nearly four months, the defendant was 
locked up until authorities acknowledged 
he was actually innocent. Trujillo’s infor¬ 
mant tips were bogus, and, besides, inves¬ 
tigators had developed solid evidence that 
others participated in the killing. 

Yellin—who eventually found and pros¬ 
ecuted three of the four participants in the 
murder (including Nuzzio) and continues 
searching for alleged shooter Guillermo 
Espinoza—admitted in an interview that he 
had been mystified about Miranda’s false 
confession. During a meeting with Miranda 
after his release and with Wyatt present, the 
prosecutor says he sought an explanation. 
“[Miranda] said, T just wanted to be help¬ 
ful,”’ Yellin remembered. “He said he did feel 
pressured, but he didn’t say he was beaten. 
And before he leaves, he shakes my hand.” 

In his civil-rights lawsuit, Miranda tells 
a different story about the alleged confes¬ 
sion. He insists that Wyatt threatened to 
have social workers take away his six chil¬ 
dren if he didn’t do what police wanted: 
confess. He refused, Miranda says, telling 
the cop he lived in Arizona at the time of 
the murder. That’s when the abuse began. 

“Miranda was repeatedly hit and struck 
in the face and body and kicked in [the] legs 
all the while being called a ‘cop killer’ by 


[Wyatt and another APD officer],” according 
to Mark W. Eisenberg, the plaintiff’s Irvine- 
based lawyer. “While chained to the table 
in the interrogation room, Miranda was 
pushed over in the chair in which he was 
seated, repeatedly choked, and held with his 
face pressed against the table with one or 
more of the defendants’ weight upon him; 
this all the while being told his family would 
face consequences if he did not confess.” 

Moses W. Johnson IV, assistant city 
attorney in Anaheim, has told U.S. District 
Court Judge James V. Selna, who is presid¬ 
ing in the case, that Wyatt didn’t threaten 
or assault the suspect. The detective was 
instead making sure the suspect was com¬ 
fortable, he said. 

“Miranda has no one to blame but 
himself for this arrest,” declared Johnson, 
who says Wyatt acted on a legitimate 
law-enforcement tip and that the suspect 
“made incriminating statements about his 
involvement.” He added that there is “no 
evidence” of Wyatt’s police brutality. 

Johnson is right, but the point loses its 
punch upon examination. When Eisenberg 
requested a copy of the key interrogation 
videotape in March 2013, APD officials 
responded by claiming the footage had 
been erased days earlier because officers 
wanted to free up space on the hard drive. 
Wyatt said later in a deposition that proce¬ 
dures required him to keep the footage on 
a hard drive, make two copies and give one 
to Yellin. But he says he forgot to make the 
copies, so the evidence is now lost forever. 

To Eisenberg, the explanation that vet¬ 
eran police officers accidentally destroyed 
evidence in a then-pending, cop-killing 
case “strains the boundaries” of credulity. 

“Wyatt had every personal incentive to 


destroy any such video evidence if, as [we 
allege], Wyatt did in fact physically assault 
and batter Miranda, securing a forced 
confession,” Eisenberg told Selna. “Had 
the videos instead shown that Wyatt never 
touched Miranda, Wyatt would have had 
every reason to do everything humanly 
possible to ensure its retention.” 

Johnson countered that Wyatt did retain 
multiple copies of audio files of the inter¬ 
rogation and those records supposedly 
back the officer’s version. Eisenberg, who 
says audio can’t replace video that could 
have visually proven physical contact, 
hopes the judge will advise jurors they can 
consider the destroyed evidence as con¬ 
sciousness of guilt. Johnson doesn’t even 
want the panel to know APD destroyed 
evidence or to hear from Richard A. Leo, 
the plaintiff’s internationally renowned 
expert on police-coerced false confessions. 

But the two sides are negotiating a 
potential, mutually satisfying secrecy 
deal. Miranda seeks to block the jury from 
learning of his prior 18th Street gang mem¬ 
bership, rap sheet or underworld-related 
tattoos. Wyatt prefers to keep jurors in the 
dark that he quit his Tustin Police Depart¬ 
ment job in 1989 in advance of a firing, as 
well as that he’s also being sued in a sepa¬ 
rate pending federal case because he killed 
an unarmed Latino man during a minor 
2009 traffic stop with a head shot. If the 
parties can’t agree on a back-scratching 
pact, Selna will decide what the jury hears.

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shirtless Eddie Bravo stood on one end 
of the jiu jitsu mat inside the Ginasio do 
Ibirapuera sports arena in Sao Paulo, 
i Brazil, stared straight ahead, then walked 
toward his destiny. 

It was May 17,2003, the quarterfinal match 
in the 66-kilogram division of the Abu Dhabi 
Combat Club (ADCC) Submission Wrestling 
World Championship, one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges of its kind. Fans had gathered to cheer 
on masters of jiu jitsu, judo, wrestling and other 
grappling arts in a rare interdisciplinary tourna¬ 
ment, a real-life Bloodsport Bravo had turned 
33 two days earlier, and this was his present: his 
first international professional tournament; his first matches 
on foreign soil; and a hostile crowd rooting for the guy across 
the mat from him, three-time defending champion Royler 
Gracie, scion of the family who essentially created Brazilian 
jiu jitsu. No member of the clan had ever lost to an American,

certainly not in a competition broadcast on national television. 

Certainly not to an undersized Mexican kid from Santa Ana. 

To the audience, Bravo was just another pretender—abrown 
belt, at that—who wasnY particularly good at the traditional 
method of jiu jitsu, with its stylized moves emphasizing grips 


on a gi (the sporFs uniform) to gain leverage 
over opponents. But Bravo had a trump card: 
a style of his own, developed over thousands 
of hours of training that incorporated jiu jitsu 
techniques with tactics people might use in a 
real fight, not in a kimono-grabbing contest. 

Trainers and fighters had litde idea who Bravo 
was, and the ADCC tournament was stocked 
with legends—but Bravo was ready. He upset 
former jiu jitsu champion Gustavo Dantas in the 
opening round of the tournament with a rear 
naked choke, squeezing Dantas into submission. 
Now, he stood facing Gracie. 

“Royler was a hero of mine,” Bravo says now, 
more than a decade later. “It was like being inside of a 3-D TV 
or something. It was surreal and weird, but I was confident. 
He didn’t look that strong, and I was used to going against 
[muscular] wrestlers, so any time I got to go against someone 
my size, I was confident.” 















The face-off began. Bravo dropped to 
one knee in a half-guard position to better 
trap one of Gracie's legs. Grade cautiously 
circled around him for a minute, looking 
for a way to blast through the American's 
defense. Then Bravo trapped his leg, and the 
two men dropped onto the mat. For the next 
eight minutes, they battled fiercely as they 
writhed about the mat, limbs locking and 
flailing to gain some, any advantage over each 
other. Gracie controlled Bravo through most 
of the match, with Bravo seemingly gripping 
on for dear life. 

As the seconds ticked away, Bravo real¬ 
ized he had to make something happen or 
he'd lose. He decided to debut one of his 
unorthodox moves, one he had developed 
for months: the Rubber Guard, in which he'd 
hold one of his legs across the back of Gra¬ 
de's neck to break the Brazilian's posture. 
The champ broke right through his Rubber 
Guard, but Bravo recovered and managed 
to figure-four his legs around Grade's neck 
and apply a triangle choke. Bravo vised his 
legs together, trying to cut off Gracie's blood 
and air. When that crushing pressure wasn't 
enough, Bravo grabbed the back of Gracie's 
head and pulled him farther down into the 
triangle of his legs. A few seconds later, the 
most accomplished member of jiu jitsu's first 
family frantically tapped his hand to signal 
he was done. 

Boos erupted from the crowd, as a stunned 
Bravo strutted in triumph around the mat 
before collapsing into a sobbing heap in the 
middle. A reporter tried to interview him, 
but Bravo was inconsolable. “He's a legend,” 
Bravo muttered. “I can't believe I won. I can't 
believe I won.” Bravo would go on to lose a 
semifinal match, but it didn't matter: He was 
the first American to beat a Gracie, and his 
legend was secure. 

And then Bravo stunned the jiu jitsu world 
by retiring from competition. 

He wasn't done with the sport, though. He 
opened a school in Los Angeles to teach his 
new system, 10th Planet Jiu Jitsu. It became 
the first well-known jiu jitsu program based 
entirely around training without wearing a gi, 
an innovation that led to the genre's revival 
in mixed martial arts (MMA), where con¬ 
ventional jiu jitsu fighters had gone from a 
dominating force in the sport's early days to 
a struggling minority. 

Many jiu jitsu traditionalists and MMA 
aficionados think Bravo's system all bluster 
and no substance, and they think less of the 
man himself, not just for his moves, but also 
for his open love of pot, his celebrity friends 
and for besmirching their sport with upstarts 
who think they can take on anyone because 
they learned from the Man Who Took Down 
Gracie. But in the past decade, 10th Planet has 
expanded worldwide, with academies across 
the U.S.—including Costa Mesa and Buena 
Park—as well as locations in Europe, Asia, 
South America, Mexico and Australia. And 
his fighters are dominating opponents with 
their professor's style, bringing more acolytes 
into the fold. 

“I don't think I even have to prove the effec¬ 
tiveness of my system anymore,” Bravo says. “I 
pass it along to the MMA fighters, and they go 
out and prove its effectiveness in their fights.” 


I f s 10:30 p.m. on a Wednesday, and Bravo 
is sitting against the chain-link fence 
that sections off the jiu jitsu mat from 
the rest of the HardQore Brand Training 
Center near downtown LA. He's exhausted, 
but his eyes are wide, and his excited voice 
carries across the large building. Bravo adjusts 
the cuff of his long-sleeved rashguard (a jiu 
jitsu training shirt) to cover up the end of his 
colorful tattoo sleeves and loosens the strap 
on his protective headgear. In front of him, 
a few dozen students get in one last round 
of training. The 5-foot-8 Bravo isn't as large 
as many of the other guys on the mat, but he 
dominates the room. 

“All right, guys, wrap it up! They're kicking 
us out!” Bravo shouts to his class. 

Every type of jiu jitsu practitioner is here, 
from amateurs to professionals, white and 
black belts. They're doing Bravo's moves, all 
featuring names out of a Hasbro game: the 
Rubber Guard, the Twister, the Lockdown, 
Dead Orchard and more. The students haven't 
stopped going through drills and squaring off 
for at least two hours, several of them were 
here the day before, and many of them will 
return the next day. Some of the students 
have been with Bravo for years; others are just 
training with him for a week while they're 
on vacation. No one wants to miss a minute 
with their famous professor. 

Not bad for a guy who originally wanted 
to make it big in music. 

Bravo was bom Edgar Cano in 1970 in Santa 
Ana—“where all the Mexican servant work¬ 
ers and gardeners lived,” he cracks. When 
he was 10, his stepfather left his mother, and 
his now-single mom had to raise three chil¬ 
dren on a salary of roughly $150 per week. 
To help make ends meet, Bravo became an 
entrepreneur early on, stealing pencils to sell 
at school at a dime apiece, then working at 
a swap-meet stand selling underwear and 
socks when he was 14. 

Even then, he was an outsider, ridiculed 
by others for supposedly “trying to act white 
because I listened to Ozzy [Osbourne].” Bravo 
briefly wrestled at Santa Ana High School 
before transferringto Santiago High School in 
Garden Grove. At 21, Bravo left for Hollywood 
“with rock-star dreams,” getting gigs as a D J 
at strip clubs while playing guitar and singing 
for a rock band. While there, he decided to 
learn karate as a way to lose pounds because 
Bravo couldn't stand traditional weight-room 
workouts, as well as because he'd always 
been a big fan of Bmce Lee. 

“The real Bmce Lee was even more fasci¬ 
nating than the movie Bmce Lee,” Bravo says. 
“He truly had an open mind, and he broke 
through the chains of tradition in martial 
arts. He had so many powerful quotes. He 
was like Buddha, but as a martial artist.” 

Karate didn't maintain Bravo's interest for 
long, though. In 1994, he watched tape of 
Royce Gracie (Royler's brother) easily beating 
his opponents in one of the first sanctioned 
Ultimate Fighting Championship (UFC) 
tournaments. He was one of MMA's early 
superstars, confounding American audiences 
by breezing through matches despite being 
smaller and looking weaker than many of his 
opponents. His secret was the jiu jitsu style 
his family had perfected in Brazil for decades,

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with a grappling technique that meant once 
Gracie took down an opponent, submission was 
just a couple of brutally effective twists away. 

Bravo wasnT looking to become a pro¬ 
fessional then; he just wanted to train in 
the most effective martial art, and Grade's 
dominance convinced Bravo that jiu jitsu 
was it. He signed up to learn from Jean 
Jacques Machado, himself a jiu jitsu leg¬ 
end and cousin of the Gracies. Machado 
had his own notoriety: One of his hands is 
missing fingers, a virtual death sentence in 
a sport in which grabbing an opponent's 
gi is essential to succeeding. But Machado 
compensated for that seeming handicap 
by developing his own style to make oppo¬ 
nents submit with ease, becoming a world 
champion in the process. 

“From the time I was a white belt, I never 
wanted my black belt from anyone else, 
only Jean Jacques Machado," Bravo says. 
“He helped me along my unorthodox path. 
My system has his fingerprints all over it." 

“He was training at least three days per 
week—and with other students on days 
when the gym was closed," Machado says. 
“Eddie was one of the most loyal students 
I've ever had." 

While Bravo appreciated his tutelage 
under Machado, he ultimately felt jiu jitsu 
itself was finite. Bravo's initial interest 
in jiu jitsu sprang from MMA, and the 
sport's submission moves had always been 
a major part of MMA's repertoire, along 
with boxing, wrestling, Muay Thai and 
other fighting styles. But MMA fighters 
quickly realized that learning just enough 
defensive jiu jitsu could stop its special¬ 
ists cold, and many of jiu jitsu's traditional 
techniques didn't work well for smaller 
fighters such as Bravo. He began think¬ 
ing of new moves or new takes on old 
moves, and then experimented with them 
in training, seeking Machado's guidance 
whenever he got stuck. 


Machado says that Bravo's dedication to 
the sport and his creativity were the two 
things that made him stand out among 
other students, and they were ultimately 
what led him to compete, beginning as a 
blue belt in 1996, the second-lowest rank 
in the jiu jitsu world. 

“I try to help anyone who comes up to 
me with an idea," Machado says. “With 
Eddie, some students thought his ideas 
were crazy. I didn't take away any of his 
ideas or positions, I just helped with the 
effectiveness of them." 

These new offensive techniques wowed 
Bravo's fellow classmates, but he found 
himself acting much more conservatively 
in tournaments, leaving his secret moves in 
the g 3 nn. But once he gained the confidence 
to use more offense in competition, Bravo 
tore through amateur competitions at every 
level from his time as a blue belt until his 
trip to the ADCC national qualifiers in late 
2002. His new style focused on using lever¬ 
age and movement against a stronger oppo¬ 
nent and emphasized moves that didn't rely 
on grasping onto a gi, which caught oppo¬ 
nents off-guard. Such a style also prepared 
him for no-gi tournaments such as those 
put on by ADCC. At the ADCC qualifiers, 
he took out some of America's top grap- 
plers to earn his trip to Brazil. 

F ollowing the 2003 ADCC tourna¬ 
ment, Bravo retired from profes¬ 
sional jiu jitsu. He was so committed 
to his style, so sure it could transfer 
over to the more lucrative world of MMA, 
that coaching seemed more appealing than 
continuing to fight. Upon returning to 
Southern California, he opened 10th Planet 
g 5 nn, the original location of which oper¬ 
ates as his empire's headquarters. 

“I've always been obsessed with making 
jiu jitsu as MMA-ready as possible," Bravo 
says. “I never wanted to do MMA, but I 
always thought that if my back was against 
the wall, I would do it over working a nor¬ 
mal job. I wanted to be ready in case I had to 
switch to MMA. Thankfully, I never had to."

At 10th Planet, Bravo began teaching 
and refining his style, quickly gaining a 
following not only for his coaching, but 
also for his eccentricities. Along with 
creating new moves, he gave them bizarre 
names—the aforementioned Twister and 
Rubber Guard, plus Crackhead Control 
(a move that prevents an opponent from 
standing up) and Muddy Waters. “I 
think of it as they're a lot like the names 
of rock bands. They're stupid, but they 
stick around,” Bravo explains. “Smashing 
Pumpkins is such a stupid name. If some¬ 
one came up to you and said they wanted 
to call their band Smashing Pumpkins, 
you'd tell them that's, like, the stupidest 
name ever. But they're Smashing Pump¬ 
kins, it's who they are, and it stuck.” 

And unlike many jiu jitsu coaches who 
zealously guard their drills, Bravo gave 
it all away through his website. “I don't 
mind people seeing the techniques and 
learning about the system,” Bravo says, 
“because I know that anyone who's going 
to try to study it to beat it is going to end 
up converting to it themselves.” 

The 10th Planet movement has exploded 
since he opened the original g 3 nn. Its logo, 
a planetary sphere, is on everything from 
hoodies and T-shirts to rashguards, tights 
and MMA trunks. Bravo has written four 
books, put out two DVD sets, and distrib¬ 
utes numerous videos online of his tech¬ 
niques and seminars around the world. 

More important, Bravo's students are 
making their presence felt in the UFC, 
his offense-oriented attacks making jiu 
jitsu a formidable weapon in a way not 
seen since the days of Royce Gracie. 
Current devotees include The Ultimate 
Fighter winners Tony Ferguson and Kel¬ 
vin Gastelum, as well as Ben Saunders, 
Alan Jouban and Jessamyn Duke. Bravo's 
students, much like their coach, also have 
a knack for creating history: Last year, 
Saunders pulled off the first omoplata (a 
shoulder lock using the legs and hips to 
crank the opponent's arm) in UFC history. 
The performance won Submission of the 


Year from several MMA news outlets and 
is regarded as a historic moment for jiu 
jitsu's place in the sport. 

“Honestly, everything about his system 
is so unique, I think people would have 
to really study his system to teach his 
system,” says Saunders, a welterweight. 
He spends much of his time training with 
American Top Team in Florida, but he 
makes it a point to fly out to LA to work 
with Bravo during his camps. “I'm just out 
here trying to be a sponge and soaking up 
all of this information.” 

“Eddie's just a total badass,” says Fergu¬ 
son, a lightweight who has begun his UFC 
career with a 7-1 run, including a Submis¬ 
sion of the Night award. “He has changed 
the whole game for jiu jitsu in MMA. He 
has his system, and it works. I'm not the 
only one who it works for. Regardless of if 
you like him or not, you know who he is, 
and you have to respect him.” 

“I take what I feel applies best to MMA 
and practice those the most,” the welter¬ 
weight Jouban says. “Eddie is a jiu jitsu 
fanatic. I appreciate that about him. He's 
not trying to get me in shape or show me 
some new kicks or spin moves. I go to him 
because I want the best jiu jitsu, and that's 
what I get.” 

Other Bravo students have been high- 
profile fighters, including former UFC 
light heavyweight champion Chuck Lid¬ 
dell. But his most famous student is UFC 
commentator and comedian Joe Rogan. 

“Sometimes, he's a misunderstood guy 
because he gets so fanatical and obsessed 
about jiu jitsu that it tweaks people one 
way or the other,” Rogan says. “Either 
they think he's an inspiration and become 
one of his devoted students or fanati¬ 
cal admirers, or they think he thinks he 
knows it all and has a tremendous ego. 
That's not it, though: He has a deep con¬ 
nection to jiu jitsu, and he teaches other 
techniques in class, too, and then he'll 
give everyone the name of the person 
whose technique it is.”

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Rogan met Bravo when they were both 
students at Machado’s dojo. The two began 
training and spending time together in 
and out of the g 5 nn, and although Bravo 
pointed out that Rogan hasn’t trained with 
him in quite some time, they still consider 
themselves close friends. Aside from the jiu 
jitsu bonds, Bravo also turned Rogan on to 
a longtime passion of his: weed. 

Bravo had always been one of the 
strongest voices in MMA and jiu jitsu 
openly advocating for legalization and 
blasting the Drug War, much to the cha¬ 
grin of some of the sports’ guardians, who 
preach a clean-living outlook. Rogan was 
initially skeptical of Bravo’s enthusiasm. 

‘T always thought pot was for idiots or 
for people who were looking to escape 
reality,” Rogan says. “And Eddie said he 
used to think that, too, but he was really 
adamant about how powerful marijuana 
can be.” 

Now, Rogan also advocates for legaliza¬ 
tion—an impressive achievement for Bravo 
because his close friend is “the guy who 
calls all of the UFC fights, and he used to be 
the Fear Factor guy,” and thus is a far more 
powerful mainstream voice than Bravo is. 

“I think pot is one of the reasons Eddie’s 
jiu jitsu is so good,” Rogan says. “He’s such a 
creative guy, and he just looks at things dif¬ 
ferently. ... I’m not just saying this because 
he’s my friend. I really, truly believe that he 


is the most innovative martial artist, period. 
What he’s done is very revolutionary.” 

I n March 2014, Bravo found himself star¬ 
ing at Royler Gracie across the mat again. 

The occasion was Metamoris 3, 
a Brazilian jiu jitsu bill organized by 
Ralek Gracie, nephew of Royler. The venue 
was smaller this time—the Petersen Auto¬ 
motive Museum in Los Angeles—but the 


atmosphere was no less tense than it was a 
decade earlier, when they first faced off The 
nearly 50-year-old Gracie came out of retire¬ 
ment (which happened right after losing to 
Bravo) to avenge a defeat he believes to this 
day came only because of his mistake; Bravo 
returned to show his victory wasn’t a fluke. 

There were no dramatic finishes this 
time: The 20-minute submission-only 


match ended in a draw. Bravo appeared to 
have Gracie in more trouble throughout the 
contest, but he also spent a good portion of 
the match being smothered by the Brazil¬ 
ian. Yet it was Gracie’s brother Royce who 
couldn’t shake Bravo just months later. 

‘With Eddie Bravo, it’s personal,” he 
said on an episode of the MMA Hour last 
October. “Do this ‘Rubber Guard’ stuff, and 
I’ll punch you in the nose.” He went on 


to explain that while he now grudgingly 
respects Bravo’s jiu jitsu, his bigger issue 
is the American’s personal life and what it 
means to the sport’s next generation. 

“You’re going to send your kids to learn 
from a guy who tells everybody it’s okay to 
do drugs? It’s okay to drink alcohol?” Royce 
seethed. “If you want to do it in private, do 
it in private. I have no problem with that. 


but I can never send my kid to someone 
who praises alcohol and drugs. Is that what 
you want your kids to learn? It’s okay to 
smoke pot?” 

According to Bravo, Royce immediately 
accused him of disrespecting the Gracies 
after the rematch with Royler, but Bravo 
says he has “given nothing but respect to 
the Gracie family.” In the wake of those 
accusations, Bravo believes Gracie attacked 
his marijuana use as a distraction. 

“He may be right, though; maybe I am 
a bad role model,” Bravo says. “Depends 
on how you define a bad role model, I 
guess, and what you really know about the 
power of cannabis.” 

Bravo currently has no plan to compete 
in the future, but with the rise of Metamo¬ 
ris (whose organizers are looking to bring 
competitive grappling to the mainstream), 
he admits that anything is possible. 

Besides, he’s busy with other stuff Bravo 
has gained a following outside of the MMA 
world by putting up original music, covers 
and remixes on SoundCloud. There’s now 
a podcast, Eddie Bravo Radio, in which he 
hosts guests from MMA, jiu jitsu, music 
and more. He’s collaborating with Danny 
Lohner from Nine Inch Nails on original 
music. And in 2012, he became a dad to his 
first son, Draco Lee Bravo. 

“I was just a poor Mexican kid from 
Santa Ana with rock-star dreams,” Bravo 
says, as students leave for the night. “Jiu 
jitsu shows you that you can do an 3 Thing in 
life. Anything is possible.”

The Life of Pie 


Franco Ceccarelli’s pizzas dazzle at Fuoco Pizzeria Napoletana in Fullerton

A t Fuoco Pizzeria Napole¬ 
tana, everything that counts 
comes from Naples. Extra- 
fine Caputo flour is used to 
make the dough. San Marzano tomatoes 
are imported not just because they’re 
required for certification by the Associ- 
azione Verace Pizza Napoletana—a group 
that designates whether a pizza is truly 
of the Naples style—but also because 
they happen to taste the best. And the 
oven—a cherry-red monolith covered 
with a mosaic of tiles that resembles the 
helmeted head of an X-Men villain—was 
hand-built using sand from Mount Vesu¬ 
vius by Stefano Ferrara, who is to Neapol- 
itan-style pizza ovens what Enzo Ferrari 
is to Italian sports cars. All the die-hard 
Neapolitan pizzaiolos of late swear by this 
man’s fornos as much as they rely on the 
Associazione Verace Pizza Napoletana 
seal to prove they know how to use it. 

But perhaps the most important Italian 
import at Fuoco is the pizza maker him¬ 
self Owner Franco Ceccarelli is so charm¬ 
ing he might have stepped out of a Fellini 
flick. On Fuoco’s home page, you can 
watch a video outtake of Ceccarelli being 
teased by his son and partner, Tullio. The 
younger Ceccarelli asks whether he likes 
pineapple on his pizza. Clearly tickled 
by the ribbing, the elder Ceccarelli’s eyes 
twinkle as he responds, “Pineapple? If I go 
to Hawaii, I have a nice pineapple. Maybe 
on the ham at Thanksgiving, a nice slice 
of pineapple. But on the pizza? No. Let’s 
stick with what goes on the pizza!” 

“Ranch dressing, right?” Tullio piles on, 
not taking his dad off the hook. 

“Ranch dressing?” Franco asks with a 
chuckle, playfully throwing up his hands. 
“You’re killing the pizza!” 


That unscripted moment tells you that 
more than the provenance of the flour or 
cooking equipment, it’s this guy who mat¬ 
ters. In fact, go to any of the other Nea¬ 
politan pizza purveyors that now dot the 
OC landscape as if pepperoni, and they all 
boast the same seal, the same imported 
ingredients, even the same Ferrara oven. 
But at Fuoco, the guiding presence of 
Franco Ceccarelli makes all the difference. 

The first night I visited, I saw Cec¬ 
carelli tending to that oven, stoking the 
smoldering embers, then sliding in one 
of his stretched-thin dough discs as care¬ 
fully as though it were made of glass. 
Meanwhile, his wife directed the influx 
of customers flooding in from the front 
and back entrances. Their bodies swirled 
to a focal point—the podium at the dead 
center of the restaurant where she deter¬ 
mines which lucky souls get to eat her 
husband’s pizzas next. 

Each pie Ceccarelli produces is bigger 
than most Naples-style pizza, enough for 
two. The base margherita features the 
usual puddles of melted cheese against 
painterly swipes of tomato sauce. But the 
keystone is still the crust: ebullient, smoky, 
wonderfully elastic, and tender where it 
isn’t cracker-thin and crisp. Ceccarelli’s 
crust is the benchmark against which all 
other OC crusts now get to be judged. One 
of the best ways to experience it is the 
salsiccia e friarielli—a pizza strewn with 
crumbles of Italian sausage and Italian 
rapini. The rapini melts to a bracingly bitter 
broccoli soup with the crust as the spoon. 

Even in the pizza named Fuoco—in 
which the kitchen piles enough arugula, 
see-through slices of prosciutto and Par- 
migiano to make a salad—the crust shines 
through as though it were a laser beam. 


If it’s a salad you want, get the one with 
the toasted walnuts and sliced pears, or 
perhaps the involtini ai sapori, with the 
arugula and mozzarella bundled inside 
the prosciutto. 

But stick with the real pizzas for the 
main course, and not the quattro stagioni, 
in which they fold the dough into a pin- 
wheel shape after stuffing each section 
with one of four different fillings. Not only 
is it hard to share, but it also tastes less 
like a pizza and more like a calzone cross¬ 
bred with a Danish. It’s best to leave the 
hybrids alone until it’s time for the Nutel- 
lamisu, a tiramisu mixed with Nutella and 
crunchy bits of hazelnut. 

It was under the glow of TVs tuned to 
sports, as I licked my plate of its last bits, 
that I realized that Fuoco, unlike Mozza 
and its ilk, is a Neapolitan pizza joint not 
for the Newport Beach fashionable or the 
trend-spotting Yelper, but for everyone 
else. Next to me were flannel-clad Ful¬ 
lerton Bros nursing bottles of beer, and 
next to them was a Chinese group and an 
Indian family. Ceccarelli knows this audi¬ 
ence. Though the menu states the pizza 
won’t be cut because it’s traditionally 
eaten with a knife and a fork in ol’ Napoli, 
each one is served sliced into fourths any¬ 
way, without asking. 

Still, you shouldn’t expect Ceccarelli to 
ever put pineapple or even pepperoni on 
his pies. You’d have better luck asking for 
ketchup on your nigiri at a sushi joint.

L iquor-Store restaurants have a hit- 
and-miss record in Orange County. On 
one hand, you have wild success stories 
such as Peter's Gourmade Grill, Kush 
Bowl and Kech Cafe; on the other hand, 
great Korean, Mexican and Jamaican 
liquor-store eateries have come and 
gone over the years. May the former 
result be the fate of Patagonia Empana¬ 
das, the latest Argentine restaurant to 
descend on Orange County, especially 
since it's starting in a bad space. 

It's located at the back of a liquor 
store in a nebulous region of Santa 
Ana and Tustin best known for no-tell 
motels, abandoned restaurants and the 
55 freeway. To find Patagonia, you're 
going to have to pass racks of XXL 
white T-shirts and shelves of Suavitel 
and resist the siren song of Boone's 
Farm. But the walkthrough that poverty- 
times gauntlet is worth it, and the end 
is as simple a restaurant as you'll find: 
just some tables, a counter, a menu 
and a wall, on which people write their 
appreciation for Patagonia's excellent 
meals. And, oh, do they write: not just 
youngsters, but also grandparents and 
non-OC residents, all speaking the lyri¬ 
cal Spanish of Argentina, all attracted to 
Patagonia's namesakes. 

Argentine empanadas have become 
a staple in OC over the past decade, 
but you've never had ones like these: 
gigantic, crust as soft as butter, ingredi¬ 
ents spiked with serranos for an extra 
kick, and rarities (the one called the 
Arab, zippy with lemon-simmered beef, 
calls back to the province of Cordoba, 
home to many Argentines of Lebanese 
descent) thrown in among the tried-and- 
true chicken and spinach varieties. All 
the tables order a couple to complement 
their pizzas—not just Americanized pies, 
but Argentine specialities like fugazzetta 
(just white cheese, white sauce and 
onions) and another topped with hearts 
of palm and something called salsa golf, 
a bizarre concoction of mayo, ketchup 
and Thousand Island that's as much a 
beloved acquired taste for Argentines as 
Marmite is for the Brits.

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Margot Wins the Willennium 

A star comes into focus, but Focus never quite does

I f Grace Kelly had been raised by 
coyotes, she might have stalked the 
screen like Focus’ Margot Robbie, a 
va-va-voom blonde with bite. Robbie 
is too beautiful to play normal, too sly to 
play nice. Miscast as a shy saint in Craig 
Zobeks upcoming Sundance hit Z for 
Zachariah, she had to disguise herself as a 
brunette. Robbie’s more at ease when she 
can let ’er rip, as in her big debut as Leon¬ 
ardo Dicaprio’s gold-digging wife in Wolf 
of Wall Street. Applaud DiCaprio’s slither¬ 
ing stoned car scene to the rafters—I’ll 
save my standing ovation for the deft way 
that Robbie, trying to impress her date at a 
posh restaurant, haughtily commands the 
waiter to bring her a straw. 

Only once every half-dozen years does 
a new actress jolt the screen like a taser, 
paralyzing the audience into waiting in 
their seats for the credits to find out the 
name of that girl. Before Robbie, there 
was Julia Roberts in Pretty Woman; Cam¬ 
eron Diaz in The Mask; Angelina Jolie 
in Girl, Interrupted; and, more recently, 
Emma Stone, though her initial impact 
was spread out over several niche flicks. 
Robbie will have to royally screw up to 
avoid becoming a movie star—say, shoot¬ 
ing smack with Justin Bieber while 
stomping on puppies. 


Focus is a bright trifle that shows off 
Robbie as though she’s a canary diamond. 
She plays Jess Barrett, a small-time shake- 
down artist who sets up men in bars by 
luring them to her bedroom, where her 
“boyfriend” pops out with a gun. As Jess 
sees it, her career options are criminal 
or hooker. Arguably, she’s selling herself 
short. But if she’s gonna go crooked, she’ll 
intern with the Bill Gates of bamboozling: 
Nicky Spurgeon (Will Smith), the scion of 
three generations of thieves whose DNA is 
so thick with poison that his dad murdered 
his grandfather to save his own neck. 

This is the second time Robbie has 
played plus-one to a cheat. In Wolf of 
Wall Street, she was Jordan Belfort’s tro¬ 
phy. Here, she’s on more equal ground as 
Nicky’s wingwoman and booby trap. He 
squeezes her into a too-small shirt and 
shoos her onto Bourbon Street, where 
all eyes—including ours—stay on Robbie 
while Spurgeon’s team of pickpockets 
fleece the crowd. Technically, Nicky 
doesn’t need Jess, but she’s a hell of a 
bonus. The same goes for Will Smith. 
Onscreen, he rarely pairs with women, 
preferring the company of men, children 
and monsters. But a guy can’t keep saving 
the world forever, even if Smith seems 
more comfortable zapping aliens than 


threatening to romance Robbie with some 
“R. Kelly drop-cloth shit.” 

When was the last time you heard Smith 
get scatological? It doesn’t fit him, but you 
want to salute his effort. Focus is Smith’s 
attempt to remind audiences that he’s not 
just a hero—he’s also a man. A man who 
likes boobs. Onscreen, he and Robbie have 
an unusual spark. Their characters flirt 
as he strips her of her valuables—wallet, 
watch, Zumba membership—one after 
the other, as if a magician pulling out 
scarves. In the bedroom, Robbie dutifully 
coils around him like a snake. She nearly 
makes the scenes work, radiating heat 
that reflects off Smith like a mirror. And 
if you don’t totally buy it, that’s okay, too: 
Writer/directors Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa (Crazy, Stupid, Love.) have carved so 
many switchbacks into the script that even 
Nicky and Jess can’t tell when they’re tell¬ 
ing the truth. At their own posh-restaurant 
first encounter, he’s there as a fake chef, 
she’s there on a fake date, and he agrees 
to play her fake boyfriend. They’re fated 
to lie to each other until the credits roll or 
they collapse in exhaustion. 

Simply keeping pace with all this 
deception feels as though you’re in a mar¬ 
athon. Ficarra and Requa keep us ignorant 
of the scams until each ruse has been won 


or lost. Then they rewind and reveal the 
trick. It’d be more fun if Focus invited us 
to join Nicky’s gang. Left outside, viewers 
might feel as if they’re watching a com¬ 
mercial for a car they’ll never be able to 
afford. It even resembles an ad—Xavier 
Grobet’s slick cinematography feels as if 
he has filtered the world through Photo¬ 
shop. Everything is amped-up and unnat¬ 
ural: Nicky and Jess’ crisp zingers, the 
briefcases of cash people casually tote, our 
mounting suspicion that we can’t trust a 
frame of what’s onscreen. 

With every take-backsies, it’s harder to 
care about the characters. As Nicky warns, 
“Love will get you killed.” Yet it’s fun to 
see a film that could easily veer into numb¬ 
ing shoot-outs stand firm in its desire to be 
Charade, especially when it has cast stars 
who were—or soon will be—as bright as 
Cary Grant and Audrey Hepburn. There’s 
no honor among thieves, but there is dig¬ 
nity in Focus’ ambition. And if the final 
film is more vodka ad than all-time classic, 
there’s still no shame in pouring another 
cocktail and rewinding the tape.

MAPSTOTHE STARS Is it possible to 
essentially like a movie yet feel revulsion 
toward its script? David Cronenberg's 
Maps to the Stars is clearly intended as 
a sharp satire of Hollywood ambition, 
vanity, avarice, and emptiness, and in 
places it's smart and astringently funny. 

Yet it seems to be fighting its own bone 
structure. The script is by Bruce Wagner, a 
screenwriter, producer, and novelist whose 
specialty, in bitter little books like Force 
Majeure and Dead Stars, is skewering 
Hollywood—he's like a jaundiced eye with 
a laptop attached. But Wagner has little or 
perhaps no affection for his subjects, and 
he too often shoots at the easy targets. 

But the movie still has the darkly glittering 
Cronenberg touch, even if it's just a light 
brushing. And he's lined up the right per¬ 
formers, chief among them a witheringly 
funny Julianne Moore as Havana Segrand, 
a Hollywood actress in desperate decline. 
Her hair is bleached an ungodly shade of 
nowhere blond. The parts aren't rolling in 
as frequently as they used to, so she's fran¬ 
tically hoping she can play her own late, 
movie-star mother (who sexually abused 
her, natch) in a remake of her mom's big 
hit, despite the fact that she might be just 
a teensy bit over the hill for it. Wagner 
packs a lot into the script, as if banking on 
the idea that the more barbs you throw in, 
the more will stick. Cronenberg gives the 
picture as much shape and heft as he can. 
Meanwhile, Moore is a terrific and fear¬ 
less comic actress, and whenever she's 
onscreen—^which, thankfully, is often— 
Maps to the 5fars works like gangbusters.

THE DUFF Shove off, John Hughes. The 
DUFF, a high school comedy by Ari 
Sandel, opens by declaring that The 
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Breakfast Club's social categories are, 
like, way passe. Explains lead Bianca 
(Mae Whitman), "Jocks play video 
games, princesses are on antidepres¬ 
sants, and geeks rule the world." Today, 
be ye goth kid, science dweeb, or just 
plain ordinary, only one distinction 
counts: Are you hot or not? Bianca is 
not. She's what her jerk neighbor Wes 
(Robbie Amell), the football captain, calls 
the DUFF, i.e., the "Designated Ugly Fat 
Friend." Being the DUFF is a noble sac¬ 
rifice: By seeming approachable, Bianca 
serves as a bouncer granting select guys 
the OK to flirt with lovely Jess (Skyler 
Samuels) and Casey (Bianca A. Santos). 
Josh A. Cagan's script aspires to be 
hyper-modern and clever. It's all hashtags 
and cyberbullying, as though it doesn't 
expect to have a shelf life longer than six 
years. (Stick around to the end credits for 
everyone's Twitter handle and Instagram.) 
But Whitman's a barreling Mae West in 
overalls, a classic screwball starlet who's 
all moxie and eye-rolls. To back her up, 
Sandel enlists grown-ups Ken Jeong, 
Romany Malco, and Allison Janney as 
comic support, yet he gets even better 
mileage out of young dramatic actor 
Amell, who takes a shallow role and turns 
it into a mini-meathead masterpiece. But 
The DUFF doesn't seem to know what its 
point actually is. It's pro-self-acceptance 
and also pro-makeover—the movie insists 
that if Bianca really wants people to pay 
attention to her battle against beauty 
standards, she should first get a better 
bra and show off her boobs. (PG-13)Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

FIFTY SHADES OF GREY Even fans of 
Fifty Shades of Grey admit the book is 
a literary atrocity. Novelist E.L James' 
erotic reveries read like the rantings of a 
drunk yokel—less "His firm hands cupped 
my breasts" and more "Holy crap! He's 
touching my boobs!" The story is simple: 
21-year-old virgin Anastasia Steele is 
offered an opening to be cold-hearted 
tycoon Christian Grey's sex slave. Before 
they sign a contract—an actual legal 
document with addendum for buttplugs— 
they test the merchandise and each 
other's emotional and physical limits. The 
smartest decision director Sam Taylor- 
Johnson made when adapting the novel 
for the screen was to throw out half of it. 
The film strips Fifty Shades of Grey to its 
essentials: a confident man, an awkward 
girl, and a red room rimmed with leather 
handcuffs. From there, Taylor-Johnson 
rebuilds. She constructs an erotic dram- 
edy that takes its romance seriously 
even as it admits that Christian Grey's 
very existence is absurd. As Grey, Jamie 
Dornan seems so uncomfortable that it's 
unclear if he's in on the joke. But Dakota 
Johnson breathes life into Anastasia 


Steele in tiny motions: the way she leans 
in to Grey's neck or dances like a fool 
to Frank Sinatra. Her Anastasia lives in 
the real world—a place where Christian 
Greys are unicorns. It's too bad Taylor- 
Johnson can't give the suspicious side- 
eye to the story's puritanical bent. James' 
series savors kink and stigmatizes it, 
implying Grey's only into BDSM because 
an older woman stole his virginity at fif¬ 
teen and his mother was a crack whore. 
With that, both book and film punish fans. 
Yes, this naughty stuff is hot—but if you 
like it too much, you're sick. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE IMITATION GAME "Politics really 
isn't my specialty," shrugs Alan Turing 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) to a Naval 
commander (Charles Dance) in an early 
job interview scene in Morten Tyidum's 
choppy biopic The Imitation Game. Yet no 
less than Winston Churchill would credit 
Turing as the main cause of the Allies' 
victory over the Nazis. Turning wasn't 
much for manners, either—or jokes, 
small talk, modesty, or hints. Turing's 
focused on cracking Germany's Enigma 
code before more good English chaps 
have to die. Solving the Enigma was so 
impossible it'd be bitterly funny—if only 
Turing knew how to tell a punchline. 
Instead, Cumberbatch squares his narrow 
shoulders, lowers his thin jaw, and gets to 
work, raising his head only to tell the rest 
of his team that they're a bunch of use¬ 
less idiots. The only person he respects 
is his hire, a suburban genius (Keira 
Knightly) forced to pass herself off as a 
secretary—and who deserves her own 
biopic. Seven years after the Allies won 
the war, his own country would arrest 
him for gross indecency and force him to 
pick between jail or chemical castration. 
The man who saved the world wouldn't 
get a government pardon for 62 years. 

The Imitation Game is too mannerly to ask 
Cumberbatch to act on Turing's feelings. 
There's no flirtation, kissing, nothing. The 
Imitation Game hinges on a misdirec¬ 
tion: the investigator (Tom Goodman-Hill) 
who reveals Turing's homosexuality 
initially believes he's chasing down a 
spy. The screenwriters ask us to wonder 
the same, a bizarre and pointless feint. 
Rather than a complex human portrait, 
this is an assemblage of triumphs, trag¬ 
edies and tics. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

JUPITER ASCENDING There s a simple 
test I've come up with to measure the 
pleasures of putative blockbusters, one 
that Jupiter Ascending, however non¬ 
sensical, handily passes: Is watching this 
movie more interesting than seeing all 
the millions they spent on it stuffed into 


a woodchipper aimed at the producers' 
faces? The movie's a fascinating mess, 
grand and gaudy, often hilarious. Wait until 
you see the bees of Earth decide that Mila 
Kunis is a queen of some sort. Or shirt¬ 
less Channing Tatum, with elf-ears and 
a goatee, looking like he's playing Puck 
in a WWE production of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream. An early chase/battle set 
against the Chicago skyline bests the 
Marvel movies in vigor, coherence, and 
beauty. Too bad that the Wachowskis 
are three bang-up set pieces in before 
they tell us who anybody is. After that, 
the action gets more rococo and scat¬ 
tered. The Wachowskis may have vision, 
but they're hit-or-miss with clarity—how 
come, sometimes, Tatum can crash right 
into flaming debris, and other times he has 
to dash around it in a panic? Still, there's 
stellar weirdness here, including heaps of 
Big Ideas for the stoner crowd: As Kunis' 
everyday cleaning woman gets caught 
up in dynastic space warfare, we learn 
what really killed the dinosaurs, where 
crop circles come from, why some people 
seem truly to believe they've suffered 
alien abductions, and how human life on 
Earth came to be. We don't learn why 
the talking-lizard villains seem to believe 
that leather jackets look totally badass, 
but I just figure their planet never got 
Happy Days. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

KINGSMANiTHE SECRET SERVICE 

Everything in Kingsman is familiar, 
cribbed from James Bond and a thou¬ 
sand other sources, yet every setup 
gets twisted twice, and then once more, 
just when you think you're ahead of it. 
Director Matthew Vaughn's mode is 
parodic, but he stages the killings with 
joyous vigor—he's gunning for applause, 
even when what he's showing us would 
have been read by previous genera¬ 
tions as horror. He somehow keeps the 
craziness coming, through three or four 
escalating climaxes. Even the most stale 
of adventure-tale cliches gets blown up 
to absurdity: Our lead (Taron Egerton)'s 
reward for his heroics isn't just the usual 
good-hearted beauty—it's a princess who 
quite literally promises him her asshole. 

Is that a critique of women's roles in 
men's adventures? Or just a horny-porny 
updating? As in Kick-Ass, Vaughn (and 
Mark Millar, co-creator of Kick-Ass and 
Kingsman) leaves you to make sense 
of the mess, although this time there 
are some encouraging clues. Kingsman 
focuses on a fusty British secret service 
comprising handsomely suited gents who 
call themselves "tailors" and take pride in 
not having their heroics make the papers. 
After a Kingsman dies in the field, spec¬ 
tacularly, the organization—exemplified 
by Colin Firth and headed, of course, by 
Michael Caine—must bring in new blood, 
a batch of promising teenagers who have 
to survive deadly spy-game training. If 
you wonder why Kingsman's potential 
recruits are all white, or why the movie 
blasts its lone heroic female character 
out to space for the last couple reels, 
Vaughn and the studio have a wise-ass 
defense: Blame the British aristocracy! 
Meanwhile, Samuel L. Jackson is the 
funniest Bond villain since the one Albert 
Brooks played on The Simpsons. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

MCFARLAND, USA This America s 
changing sports and race drama is 
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well made, well acted, and sometimes 
beautiful. The sport here is cross¬ 
country; in 1987 the real-life Jim White 
(Kevin Costner) founded and coached 
McFarland, California's underfunded 
squad of after-school farm-laborers to 
triumph against California's best-funded 
schools. There's many stirring shots of 
the boys racing through the hard dirt 
and honeyed light of the bluffs, orange 
groves, and scrub-brushed hills of the 
San Joaquin Valley. All this is done with 
uncommon vigor and spirit. Sometimes, 
the movie even goes silent, communicat¬ 
ing simple ideas of friendship or gutsi¬ 
ness without music or chatter. Costner's 
face has a lot in common with those 
landscapes. It's golden, time-toughened, 
immediately arresting yet also harsh 
enough that you have to warm up to it. 
There's something affecting about his 
gruffness and his hangdog squinting, 
a suggestion that the American future 
he's staring into isn't exactly what he 
expected, but it's something he can rise 
to. The film is like a two-hour version of 
a Brad Paisley hit: a well-crafted fluff 
attempt at easing the discomfort of its 
target audience about the ways our lives 
are changing. That means it will look 
hokey—even racist—to the people it's 
nof made for, those of us who groan when 
White discovers that Mexican food is 
wonderful, that Mexican-American fam¬ 
ily life is rich and loving, or that picking 
cabbages is excruciating work. Of course 
it is, you yutz! But before chucking fruit 
at it, remember that McFarland \s part of 
something truly rare in world history: Here 
is a drama crafted to help a jittery major¬ 
ity accept that life is better once they 
stop pretending the minority is other. (PG)

WILD TALES Argentinian writer/director 
Damian Szifron's Wild Tales 'is loose- 
limbed, rowdy, and exhilarating—in its 
vibrant lunacy, and with its cartoonishly 
brash violence, it's a little bit Almodovar, 
a little bit Tarantino. It has so much feral, 
prickly energy that it gives off warmth 
rather than the coldness you might 
expect from a movie that gives us noth¬ 
ing but people doing terrible things to 
one another—screaming, cheating, and 
generally making life hell—and leaves 
us with no reassuring answers beyond a 
wink and a good-natured shrug. It's a col¬ 
lection of sketches, six in all, which have 
virtually nothing to do with one another 
aside from their astute, and not neces¬ 
sarily generous, view of human nature. 

As with all movies stitched together from 
discrete mini-stories, some sections work 
better than others. The best: In "Road 
to Hell," an asshole speeding down the 
highway in a fancy new Audi (Leonardo 
Sbaraglia) yells "Redneck!" as he passes 
an unshaven thug in a dirty truck (Walter 
Donado). Then—naturalmente—Audi Guy 
gets a flat tire, and Mr. Redneck proceeds 
to make his life miserable, using every 
tool at his disposal (including some you 
really won't want to recall while you're 
eating). In "Till Death Do Us Part," a bride 
(Erica Rivas) discovers that her groom 
(Diego Gentile) has cheated on her—the 
proof drops during the reception. After 
that, chaos reigns. But in the end, Szifron 
can't turn fully away from humanity. 

When we stop and look at ourselves, 
accepting our flaws and those of other 
people, we're not so bad. Or maybe it's 
just that we're the hell we know. (R)

Bonnie &. Clyde brings the tale of the infannous outlaw couple to Costa Mesa

I t shouldn’t surprise anyone that 

two of America’s most iconic crimi¬ 
nals, Bonnie and Clyde, received 
the musical-theater treatment. Not 
when you consider the genre has tackled, 
or limped over, everything from anthropo¬ 
morphized cats and New York City Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia to teenage psycho¬ 
paths and human-devouring plants. 

What is surprising is that the musi¬ 
cal, which lasted only four weeks in its 
2011 Broadway run, is neither a goofy 
pastiche of gangster motifs nor a dreary, 
overemoting symbolic sob-fest about two 
good American kids turned bad because 
of societal dysfunction during the Great 
Depression. Instead of lionizing or carica¬ 
turing the duo, Bonnie 8t Clyde is a rather 
straightforward biopic of two people who 
fall madly in love and attempt to carve a 
piece of the American dream—by murder¬ 
ing anyone who gets in their way. 

Yes, the show’s creators—Frank Wild- 
horn, Don Black and Ivan Menchell— 
point out that the two’s exploits were 
shaped by the widespread poverty of the 
Great Depression and massive economic 
inequality, but it’s also clear their story 
was uniquely theirs. 

The musical doesn’t try to emulate the 
carnage or anti-establishment slant of 
the most obvious treatment of the story, 
Arthur Penn’s landmark 1967 film, which 
was more a statement on the emerging 
counterculture of the 1960s than about 
1930s gun-toting gangsters. Yes, the 
Bonnie and Clyde presented here are 
gangsters with panache and killers with 
great smiles. But they’re also just kids 
(they were just 23 and 25, respectively, 
after their four-year crime spree ended 
in 1934) filled with raging hormones and 
fevered passions. In fact, the show begins 
with both of them as kids: a young Bon¬ 
nie singing about wanting to be Clara 
Bow with her face on the silver screen 
and her photo on the cover of magazines 
and a young Clyde dreaming of being a 
20th century Billy the Kid. An outlaw, yes, 
but one who knew, as Zimmerman once 
wrote, that to live outside the law, one 
must be honest. 

The harsh reality of their life—their 
adult versions get a taste for what their 
youthful incarnations wanted—plays out 
in the show. We see them meet, fall in love, 
hatch plots, rob and shoot, bungle and 
bone, and become embraced—dubiously— 
as heroes by those who see the fountain 
pens of bankers as weapons just as dan¬ 
gerous as the guns of criminals, as well as 
vilified—quite justifiably—as hoods by the 
law, all of it fed by true-crime pulp maga¬ 
zines and sensationalistic newspapers. 


Director David A. Blair knows what 
propels this story is the very human 
people who inhabited the myth, and his 
best decision in this Costa Mesa Play¬ 
house production is finding two excellent 
singers who are also excellent actors. 
Ashley Arlene Nelson (Bonnie) and Lance 
Smith (Clyde) both possess strong voices, 
with Smith particularly shining when the 
score calls for muscular rock chops. But 
it’s their ability to convey character while 
singing, as well as acting, where they truly 
blossom. They have a terrific chemistry, 
and it’s clear that in their relationship, 
while Clyde is the mastermind, Bonnie is 
a perfect right-hand gal, their headstrong 
egos and mutual passion for a piece of the 
American pie serving as high-octane fuel 
firing their criminal engine. 

The ensemble, as ensembles in any 
small theater production of a big musi¬ 
cal invariably are, ranges from the steady 
(Elizabeth Suzanne’s Blanche is a stand¬ 
out) to the shaky. Things tend to lose inter¬ 
est when the focus isn’t on the principal 
characters, and the second act is ham¬ 
strung by long, clunky blackouts during 
which set pieces are rolled on and off and a 


light design that seems stuck on No. 4 (out 
of 10). But even with the dicey production 
values, it’s still an entertaining ride, made 
most enjoyable by the clear explication of 
Menchell’s book and a score that, while 
not dishing out any memorable numbers, 
is inviting and reachable—thanks in no 
small part to a five-person band under the 
direction of Taylor Stephenson. 

Those who choose to care, for even the 
slightest moment, about OC theater have 
a legitimate gripe with the number of oft- 
produced musicals upon its stages. But 
they make economic sense with their large 
casts and audience familiarity. That said, 
this show, which had a short Broadway 
run and only sporadic productions since 
its 2009 debut at the La Jolla Playhouse, 
isn’t one of them. It’s newish and unfamil¬ 
iar and sexy and (somewhat) violent, all of 
which makes it a ballsy decision for a com¬ 
munity theater celebrating its 50th season.

I'm always experimenting," says 

I Brandon "Monk" Munoz. "I've been 
working with wood my whole life, but there 
came a point when I said, 'If I have to build 
another cabinet. I'm gonna go insane.'" 

Instead, the 37-year-old father of four 
sawed his own path into a world of ele¬ 
gant, breathtaking furniture with his brand 
Monkwood, taking the title from his child¬ 
hood nickname (he looked like a flying 
monkey on BMX jumps). He's Instagram- 
famous for his work, but he's also famous 
around Fullerton for assuming different 
personas; today, he's sporting a floppy 
explorer hat, terrible '80s sunglasses and a 
Cheech Marin mustache. "I like to change 
up my look to see how people react, and 
it's the same with my furniture," he says. 
"Every table is a new experiment." 

That doesn't mean his work is hap¬ 
hazard. Munoz is known for stoic tables, 
benches and desks made from reclaimed 
wood that he purchases from eccentric 
characters he refers to as Harley Dude 
and David Lee Roth. Some pieces are 
modern and sanded so meticulously 
they're silky to the touch; others are pur¬ 
posefully rough, resembling something 
that belongs underthe light of torches at 
a medieval pub. Each piece is built in his 
workshop, where the tool rack is a life-size 
cutout of a great white shark and every 
instrument hangs exactly the same dis¬ 
tance apartthanksto his OCD. "The real 
challenge with furniture is to make it say 
something," Munoz says. "I try to facilitate 
an experience where people can imagine 
themselves sitting at my table." 

Right now, that's a table with one tal¬ 
ented dude and one crazy mustache.

Rise of His Machines 


Franco Vescovi of Vatican Studios is branching out 

beyond his tattoos 


U nless youVe got some seri¬ 
ous money don’t ask Franco 
Vescovi to do a mural on your 
ceiling. The last one he did 
was for Pink and Carey Hart, and let’s just 
say it wasn’t the best of experiences. On 
the other hand, if you need some realistic 
black-and-gray ink done or a commis¬ 
sioned art piece, you likely won’t find any¬ 
one better in all of OC than the owner of 
Lake Forest’s Vatican Studios. 

‘T really like pushing the boundaries of 
tattooing,” Vescovi says. “I like really put¬ 
ting fine art into every one of my tattoos. 

It starts with understanding the fine art 
aspect of drawing on paper, and then it’s 
just about pushing your tattoos to look like 
your drawings.” 

Vescovi began tattooing when he was 
in high school and would bring his home¬ 
made machine to work on his friends. 
These days, he has an entire business 
dedicated to making the finest machines 
around. Bishop Rotary. 

‘We’ve been making machines since 
2008, and I think Bishop Rotary is different 
because it’s owned and operated by tattoo 
artists,” Vescovi says. ‘T wanted to get into 
tattoo supplies and really take it back to 
authentic American tattooing supplies, not 
stuff that’s made overseas by people who 
don’t actually tattoo for a living.” 

Of course, when Vescovi began tattooing 
more than two decades ago, the local scene 
wasn’t anything like it is today. Decent 
shops were scarce, and the variety of styles 
was even more so. ‘T used to draw all Chi- 
cano-style tattoos. That was the only style 
for Southern California back then,” Vescovi 
says. “Roses, cholos, girls—that was the only 
thing I did back then because that was the 
style that influenced me the most.” 

These days, not only has Vescovi 
branched out in his style, but he’s also 
moved to new mediums. Aside from his 
personal artwork, he has created designs for 
clothing brands such as Famous Stars and

Straps, as well as musicians such as Blink- 
182 and Yelawolf His primary focus is still 
on tattooing out of his shop, which many 
consider to be among the best in the county. 

“We opened up the shop about 15 years 
ago, and we were one of only a few shops 
in southern Orange County,” Vescovi 
says. “There was maybe a handful of 
other smaller shops in the area, but it 
wasn’t an3^hing like it is now. It has really 
become saturated with shops now, but it’s 
also cool to see so much tattooing going 
on in the area.” 

OC WEEKLY.'How is owningyour own shop 
different from tattooing at someone else's shop? 
FRANCO VESCOVI: When you’re tattooing 
at someone else’s shop, you’re just focused 
on your tattoos. When you own the shop, 
you pay all the bills, you deal with all of the 
stress, but you make a little bit more money. 
One day, I’d had enough of the bars and 
people all around the shop and decided to 
open a private shop in a warehouse district. 
We have an energy in here that’s different. 
We have award-winning artists who are 
fully booked, so [we don’t] need the walk-in 
traffic. We like to have a nice, comfortable 
environment, and we were also [able] to 
decorate the studio with free rein. 

What do you look for in an artist to work at 
your shop? 

I look for a lot of humility. I want artists who 
are good and humble, so you get the best of 
both worlds. A lot of times, when an artist 
gets really good, they lose that humility, so 
it’s important to get someone with both.

Psychobillies take over Knott’s Berry Farm for a lively outing for undead rockers

R emy Casillas still remembers 
when the subculture of psy¬ 
chobilly grabbed him from 
beyond the grave and refused 
to let go. The allure of badass standup 
bass players, mosh pits, B-movie gore, 
hot rods, creepers and pomade made the 
raucous celebration of the undead seem 
eternally cool. 

“I went to [Katella] high school, and all 
of the jocks listened to Sublime and Kot- 
tonmouth Kings,” Casillas says. “I was this 
skinny, nerdy kid, and I heard songs about 
riding in a Batmobile or about zombies, 
and I knew that psychobilly was my kind 
of music.” 

Casillas is dedicated not only to the 
music that nurtured him, but also to the 
tight community of his ilk, those who 
live for the hellified combination of 
punk, rockabilly and appreciation for the 
undead. And there are now enough of 
them to take over an amusement park. 

On Sunday, hundreds of psychobilly 
band mates, fans and families, their tat¬ 
toos and greased pompadours blazing, will 
stroll through the gates of Knott’s Berry 
Farm for the first Camp Psycho, organized 
by Casillas’ promotion company. Pizza 
Beat. And they’ll be doing it without being 
officially sanctioned by Knott’s. 

“Camp Psycho is an independent social 
event for psychobillies, rockabillies and, 
really, whoever else wants to go,” says 
Casillas, who runs Pizza Beat with girl¬ 
friend Tawney Estrella. “You don’t have 
to look the part or anything; as long as 


you listen or are open to the music, you’re 
welcome to go.” 

Casillas, wearing his trusty black vest 
covered in band patches, and Estrella, 
sporting coal-black, wingtip eyeliner, 
are digging into burritos covered in salsa 
verde as they explain why they decided 
to invite California’s psychobilly scene to 
Knott’s. “We want to take everyone out of 
the concert experience and have everyone 
do something else. It’s really loud and 
kind of hard to really get to know some¬ 
one just at concerts,” Estrella says. 

Las Palomas, a Mexican restaurant in 
Anaheim, may seem like an odd place to 
be discussing an event bringing hordes of 
Southern California’s psychobillies to an 
amusement park. But it’s actually a per¬ 
fectly fitting backdrop, especially consid¬ 
ering the restaurant will host Saturday’s 
Camp Psycho pre-party. (Unlike most 
psychobilly concerts, the party—as well as 
Camp Psycho itself—is an all-ages event.) 
“These days, a lot of the local psychobilly 
shows happen in smaller venues, a lot of 
bars and restaurants. It’s not a very big 
scene right now, but it’s growing again,” 
Casillas says. “A few years ago, we maybe 
had one psychobilly show each weekend. 
Now, there are often two great shows hap¬ 
pening in the same weekend, sometimes 
at the same time.” 

Though the largest psychobilly scenes 
in the world are undoubtedly in Europe, 
Southern California has always been one of 
the biggest homes for the genre on this side 
of the Atlantic. Long Beach’s Psyclone draws 


fans from around the world to the area. 

“I think Camp Psycho is an awesome 
idea. We’re actually in the psychobilly 
capital of America,” says Kris Fotino, bass¬ 
ist and vocalist for the pre-party’s headlin¬ 
ing band, the Quaranteds. “Psychobilly 
shows happen in all different places. 
People have to take care of the places so 
we can keep using them. I tell people to 
get wild but respect the place.” 

Casillas and Estrella have a similar 
message for the people who are attending 
Camp Psycho. After getting a message via 
Facebook asking for a good place to do 
drugs at Knott’s, they realized they would 
have to make it clear to campers to not 
get too psycho at the amusement park. 
“This is all completely DIY. We’ve put a 
lot of work into building this, and we’re 
really excited to do this event,” Estrella 
says. “If people at Knott’s see someone 
who’s dressed like us or looks like us get¬ 
ting into trouble, that’s going to look bad 
for the whole group. We’ve already had 
a huge response for this, and it’s only our 
first one. We’d like to be able to do it every 
year.” According to the event’s Facebook 
page, more than 500 people intend to 
attend Camp Psycho. 

This isn’t the first event for Pizza Beat. 
Casillas began the annual It’s a Ska World 
After All in 2010 for fans of his other 
favorite style of music; that gathering is 
held at Disneyland. The Happiest Place 
On Earth already has a rockabilly/psy¬ 
chobilly day. Rock Around the Park, but 
Pizza Beat believes it doesn’t really matter 


where the event is held. It’s more about 
pulling members of the scene together and 
getting to know one another. “Some psy¬ 
chobillies are a little anti-social, so it’s also 
an easy way to make friends,” Casillas says. 
‘You ask them who their favorite band is, 
then you ask everyone to raise their hands 
if they like that band. Now all of those 
people have something to talk about.” 

One of the things that draws a lot of 
psychobilly fans together is the genre’s 
lack of rules as far as lyrical content goes. 
The Quaranteds, for instance, write songs 
about anything, concentrating primarily on 
whether the music’s loud and fast. “Punk 
music is almost always against the man. In 
metal, you have to stay dark,” Fotino says. 
“There’s nothing like that with psychobilly. 
There are no politics involved.” 

The Quaranteds’ founder, vocalist and 
guitarist, Frank Benavidez, expands on that 
idea: “Our shows and our band are about 
having fun. We’re starting to get a lot more 
of a fan base now, but we’re playing the 
same stuff as we were playing three, four 
years ago. That’s cool, but we really just 
want people to come out and have fun.” 

Ultimately, everyone involved in Camp 
Psycho is looking to find a new way to take 
pride in their community. While looking 
devilishly good, of course. “Psychobillies 
are usually very well-groomed people 
because everyone has to be able to do their 
own makeup and hair,” Casillas says. “Hav¬ 
ing psycho hair is actually so important 
that I know some guys who have gotten 
hair plugs just to be able to have a quiff” 

While many psychobillies are willing 
to share their preferred tips and products, 
as well as the definition of cool as they 
see it, Casillas knows there will also be 
a little bit of that high-school-outcast 
feeling inside every fan strolling through 
Knott’s. “I think the biggest secret about 
most psychobillies is that we’re all nerds 
on the inside,” he says. ‘You might see the 
biggest, scariest guy at a show, but on the 
inside, there’s a little nerdy baby pushing 
up his glasses and saying, ‘I know about 
every type of robin’ or, ‘I can name every 
member of the Green Lantern Corps.’”

Two Worlds, One Voice 

Indian-American singer Zoya Mohan’s Bollywood 
fusion folk was born in Newport Beach

Z oya Mohan canT wait to bask 
in the California sun ahead of 
her West Coast tour. With snow 
pounding Boston, she is eager to 
return to Newport Beach. But the inviting 
weather isn’t the sole reason for excite¬ 
ment. Mohan, a 21-year-old graduate of 
the Berklee College of Music, is bringing 
home a renewed musical purpose. 

Immigrating from New Delhi to Newport 
Beach as a young girl gave her dual perspec¬ 
tive. “My parents used to throw these huge 
Indian parties, but the thing that made it 
kind of different was they’d have an hour 
or two of performances,” Mohan says from 
the airport, where she is waiting to board 
a plane home. “They’d make all of us kids 
learn Indian dances. When I was younger, 

I used to be really embarrassed, but now 
I realize being around that culture really 
inspired me to express myself through art.” 

Her father presented Mohan with a 
guitar when she was 13. She started with 
pop tunes but evolved as the years pro¬ 
gressed, veering toward Norah Jones and 
Ingrid Michaelson. 

But music wasn’t her first artistic path. 
“I actually got in [to Orange County School 
of the Arts] for visual arts, but a teacher 
saw me writing one day, and she forged my 
path for me to move away from painting to 
do music full on,” the singer says. 

As she prepared applications for col¬ 
lege, an interest in world music took hold. 
“Finding my sound now is a very recent 
thing,” she says. 

Leaving Newport Beach behind for 
Berklee became ultimately rewarding, 
but a stifled creativity frustrated Mohan. 

“I was actually having a hard time mak¬ 


ing music the first two years,” she says. 

“I went through this phase where I told 
myself I wasn’t special, there’s a million 
people who are amazing.” 

Being at an acclaimed music school and 
not making music had to end, though. With 
scented candles and travel souvenirs, she cre¬ 
ated an intimate atmosphere. “I put together 
a couple of songs and started recording them 
in my room,” Mohan says. “It was probably 
the best experience I ever had.” 

There’s a dash of Bollywood that accen¬ 
tuates her vocals. “Dancing embedded all 
this Indian music in my head,” Mohan says. 
“I never got trained in Indian singing, so 
it’s kind of cool that it’s coming out through 
the dancing I did when I was younger.” 

She recorded, edited and mixed the 
results of her home experiment, the EP Let¬ 
ters to Toska, which was released in late 2013. 

Needing a break from the everyday stu¬ 
dio work, she then released another EP, 
Lasya, inspired by Hinduism and dance. 
“It was really fun,” she says. “That was the 
point of it.” 

Now graduated and rejuvenated, Mohan 
is preparing to release a full-length album. 
The Girl Who Used to Live In My Room. 

The singer/songwriter is now touring 
with Kawehi as an opening act on her 
Evolution tour. Mohan has toured the 
East Coast, but this is the first time she 
has brought her music to the West Coast. 

But while she is in her hometown, she’ll 
be looking for a little fun in the sun. “I’m 
going to go to BJ’s and get a Pizookie. 
Then I’m going to Balboa beach,” Mohan 
says excitedly. “Over here in Boston, the 
snow piles are two times taller than me!”

S tick to Your Guns singer Jesse Barnett will 
always take delight in demolishing people's 
false perceptions of Orange County. He finds 
that crowds in other cities sometimes need to be 
reminded that a land of sunny beaches, Botox 
and Disneyland is not reality for a band of surly 
hardcore veterans who are fully capable of rip¬ 
ping your face off. 

"There are misconceptions about bands from 
DC; people think we're all stuck-up, that there's 
not enough street cred out here or whatever, but 
it's all bullshit," he says. 

Of course, there are rough neighborhoods here, 
just as in any other area of Southern California, and 
back in the day, for the hardcore punk scene, it got 
crazy. "Even Roger Miretfrom the band Agnostic 
Front attested to how nuts the DC punk scene was 
in its heyday," Barnett says. "If you don't know 
anyone from DC or have never been here, then 
your only window is the media's version." 

Born in Long Beach and raised in Costa Mesa, 
Barnett was drawn to punk music and OC's music 
history. He immersed himself in the hardcore and 
metalcore scene, and now he's part of a new 
breed of bands shining a light on DC hardcore and 
its loud,fierce, unrelenting underground scene. 

Of course. Stick to Your Guns is in the second, 
if not third wave of bands to rise from the old- 
school scene that helped to put the county on 
the map in the '80s. Those now-iconic artists— 
including the Adolescents, Agent Orange and 
TSOL—paved the way for bands such as Bleed-

ing Through, Atreyu and 18 Visions, all of whom 
became pivotal to the metalcore movement. 

Although they're on the road for most of the 
year, playing hundreds of different venues, Barnett 
and his band mates always have a special place in 
their hearts for Chain Reaction in Anaheim. "It is by 
far the best venue we have ever played," the front 
man says. "Chain Reaction is our home; we've all 
seen so many shows there since we were kids." 

It's been three years since their fourth album. 
Diamond, but the band's sound on their recently 
released fifth album, Disobedient(o\] Sumerian 
Records), retains the rage they started with in 
2003, coupled with progressive, metal guitar 
explosiveness ("The Crown") and melodic 
vocals ("To Whom it May Concern" and the 
single "Nobody"). The production and guidance 
from John Feldmann, along with throat-shred¬ 
ding guest appearances from Walter Delgado of 
Rotting Out and Toby Morse of H20, make this an 
album that commands your attention, if not your 
outright obedience. 

With the maturity and ferociousness found on 
Disobedient, Barnett explains, the title can seem 
a little misleading. "This isn't a record about 
being angry, negative and disobedient," he says. 
"It's more about going against the grain and 
being a better person." 

Whether he's setting the record straight 
about his homeland or his new record, Barnett 
and the rest of Stick to Your Guns are dedicated 
to doing both with the unwavering fortitude 
befitting their name.
